FOREIGNERS — |AMRITZAR 
ARRESTED ON | RIOTS CAUSE 
FIRE CHARGE 


Thought to Be Connected with 
Mysterious Fires in Former 
German Ships 


Edward Montague Bombarded in 
Commons by Members Seek- 
ing Information 


OF QUESTIONS 


LONDON, Dec. 16.—Another vessel 
was added to the list of former Ger- 
man ships mysteriously afire while ly- 
ing at the Thames docks, when the 
Bovonah, under charter of the Austral- 
ian government and loaded with a 
general cargo, scheduled to sail today, 
discovered two holds blazing while 
waiting at the Royal Albert docks las 
night. 

The frequency of such blazes is be- 
lNeved to be connected with the arrest 
of four men on the night of December 
13 on the landing which was made 
public today. The quartette resisted 
arrest but the men were taken into 
custody by dock police and are stil) 
being held. All are foreigners. 

Some Time Suspected, 

Three of the prisoners are declared 
to have been under surveillance for 
some time as suspects implicated in 
fires on German ships which began or 
November 21, when the Prinz’ Hu- 
burtus suffered the loss of her cargo! 
by flames. A week later the Swakop- 
murd was found ablaze at the Victoria 
docks and her cargo flooded, This| 
suggested the burning of the Dekalb 
at New York, it is believed, may have 
had come connection with this fire. 

In the cases of both the Prinz Hu- 
bertus and the Swakopmurd from 
Australia and India, fire is believed to 
have originated in the bunkers. The 
former ship was bunkered with coal 
from Australia, South Africa and In 
dia, and this fuel proved a ready prey 
for the flames, which spread rapidly 
to the wooden bulkhead and later to 
the cargo of copra. Finally the vessel 
was sunk in order to extinguish tha 
blaze,

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| Edmonton For Christmas 
Shopping. 

Edmonton is essentially a place 
of trade; a city of commerce. 


There are 60 to 70 thousand people 
here. The basic reason for their 
being here is the fact that Edmon- 
ton is a trade and trading centre. 
The great exporting industries of 
the place, butter making, meat 
curing, flour milling, lumber cut- 
ting, coal mining, etc., are all ef- 
fective additions to our trade, but 
are not the basis of it. 

Edmonton is important as the 
centre of the wholesale and retail 
trade of Centrai and Northern Al- 
berta. The products of its indus- 
tries arc an important part of that 
trade; not so much. because of the 
number of men employed or am- 
ount of wages paid as. because they 
aid farm production and in that 
way increase trade. Besides, being 
basie necessaries, they are always 
in demand and therefore stabilize 
the city’s trade as well as add to 
its volume, 

Alberta extends, over ¢leven de- 
grees of latitude,/770 miles from 
the 49th to the 60th parallel. For 
convenience of reference the pro- 
vinee may be spoken of as South- 
ern, Central. and Northern. 

Southern Alberta may be said 
to include that part from the 49th 
to the 52nd parallel, 210 miles; 
that is, from the United States 
boundary to township 35, of the 
Dominion lands system of surveys.

Winnipeg with a quarter 
million people has three, Edmon- 
ton with 60 to 70 thousand people 
has three, and one of Edmonton’s 
three department stores is part of 
the same great system as one of 
Winnipeg’s three, and as Calgary's 
single one, Either one of Edmon- 
ton’s three will compare favorably 
with the department stores of 
cities of equal population

A Great Builder Gone. 

There are generals of construc- 
tion, as well as of destruction. One 
of them has passed, in the person 
of Sir John Jackson, the world- 
famous British engineer. Monu- 
ments to his achievements, built of 
enduring steel and concrete, are 
scattered from Canada to Mesopo- 
tamia and from England to the 
Straits Settlements. His creative 
genius turned the sterile valley 
of the Euphrates into a food-ex- 
porting country, and opened new 
paths for the commerce of the 
world in five continents, 
Ratification and ‘‘Booze.’’

be released—in other words, sent 
forward to the board. Swift Cur- 
rent is the centre of a _ district 
where crops last season were dis- 
appointing, and the grain on hand 
is declared to be needed for seed. 
The wheat board know this, if they 
are able to read the newspapers, 
and issued the order in blissful dis- 
regard of the fact that to take 
away the wheat will leave thou- 
sands of acres without crop next 
season or put the farmers to the 
extra expense of importing seed 
within the next three months. The 
autocratic powers employed by 
the wheat board are only equalled 
by their seeming indifference to 
any discoverable principle of jus- 
tice or common sense, With wheat 
worth a dollar and eleven cents 
per bushel more in the United 
States than in Canada, the board 
not only places an embargo upon 
the shipment of Canadian 
wheat. to the States but is clearing 
wheat out of districts where it is 
needed for seed in order to fill 
orders the board has accepted in 
jurope or elsewhere at what 
prices no one knows.

OBEDIAH SMITH 
ISSUES MEMO TO

Canadian Supt. of Immigration 
Emphasizes Certain Emigra- 
tion Points 


LONDON, Dec. 16.—Obediah Smith, 
Canadian superintendent of immigra- 
tion, has issued a memorandum to 
booking agents emphasizing certain 
points governing emigration.

Former Polish Premier Expected 
to Retire for Long Period to 
Switzerland 


LONDON, Dec. 16.—The resigna- 
tion of Ignace Jan Paderewski as 
premier of Poland was the outcome 
of administrative difficulties. 

During his occupancy of the pre- 
miership, M. Paderewski was de- 
clared to have shone more as a 
statesman and negotiator than as an 
administrator, this being especially 
apparent in his dealings with the 
supreme council in Paris. 

M. Padcrewski assumed office at a 
time when Poland required men of 
| strong adm'nistrative capacity to un- 
dertake the country’s re-construction 
jafter German occupation. It is an-

BOUT nine weeks ago the pressmen employed in the publish- 
ing business in New York City presented demands to their 
employers for increased pay, and other conditions so radical 
that they were necessarily refused. The employing printers offered 
a temporary increase of $6,( 0 a week in wages, instead of the $14.00 
asked for, and expressed a willingness to submit all demands, includ- 
ing that of wages, to arbitration. This was refused by the pressmen, 
and a general walk-out ensued. A few days afterwards the type- 
setters, in sympathy with the striking pressmen, left their employ- 
ment ostensibly on a ‘‘vacation.” The result was a tie-up of practi- 
cally every magazine published in New York City, with the excep- 
tion of THE LITERARY DIGEST, which as an emergency 
measure. resorted to the photo-engraving process of publication, and 
the magazine has appeared ever since in typewriter type-face. 


Now the compositors and pressmen have returned to work upon 
the terms originally offered by the employing printers—the submis-
